It is particularly reassuring that 
these things are offered to readers 
in the warranted presumption that

Among varied happy results is an 
improving understanding by per­ 
sons cherishing specific doctrinal 
codes of credos adhered to just as 
sincerely by their fellows. 
There was a time, not long ago, 
when even a factual and objective­ 
ly-phrased newspaper or magazine 
account of a religious activity could 
be suspected of favoritism, prose­ 
lyting or needless stirring of con­ 
troversy, and a general article up­ 
holding basic religion as essential 
to a rich, meaningful and fruitful 
life could seem out of place. 
It may not be true that the swell­ 
ing flood of religion-linked writings 
in newspapers and magazines is 
due to better inter-creed tolerance 
and understanding. Also, it may 
not be true that peop’e are be­ 
coming more spiritual-minded. Yet 
evidence points that way, and the 
evidence is credible.

Bringing Up A Family 


By GARRY C. MYERS 


Jealousy May' Underlie Boy’s Behavior 


Along with rapid physical change 
in early adolescence sometimes 
come rather sudden changes in 
behavior. 
Of her son, 13, one mother 
writes: 
“Out of a clear sky he is trying 
so hard to grow up emotionally. 
He has selected companions of un­ 
desirable character, is lying for 
the first time in his life. At times 
he is very cruel to his brother, 
seven. He wants to be ^way from 
home constantly — doesn’t ever 
want to ride with his daddy to 
school, but prefers either to walk 
or ride the school bus. 


•‘m s DADDY has taken him 
hunting and fishing together with 
a companion he chooses. We gave 
him permission to attend Sunday 
school at another church because 
he was unhappy in our own/’ 
“We urge 
him 
to bring his 
friends home. He does well in 
school, has had basic sex informa­ 
tion and a thorough medical check. 
He has braces on his teeth and has 
reverted to sucking his thumb at 
night.” 
My 
reply 
in 
part: 
It 
isn’t 
strange that he dislikes to ride to 
school with his .father. That would 
suggest to his friends he isn’t 
growing up. Nor is it strange that 
he is “cruel” to his brother. Also 
the physical strain of the ortho­ 
dontia work could add to his emo­ 
tional strain. 
You parents seem to be on the 
right track. Fine that Dad goes 
places with him and a pal. Per­ 
haps he might 
also develop 
a 
home workshop with the lad and 
his friends. 
While you might properly limit 
the hours he may be away from 
home, you might win him to help 


work out with you a reasonable 
program. When you find it desir­ 
able to cramp his freedom, try to 
be reasonable, objective and de­ 
cisive. Avoid arguing and jawing 
and criticizing his companions. 
It’s my guess that the biggest 
source of his problem is his feel­ 
ing that he doesn't stand as well 
in the family as the younger bro­ 
ther. The latter may win many 
more approvals in the home and 
from your friends, causing the big 
brother to feel more jealous. 


HELP the younger to cultivate 
his own pals and not expect to tag 
along with his brother. Also make 
him understand he must not be a 
nuisance to his brother. While you 
must 
protect 
the 
younger, 
he 
must also learn to mind his owm 
business. 
If you will study carefully the re­ 
lationship of these boys you might 
find that the younger is usually 
the aggressor, provoking the wrath 
of his older brother. 
My bulletins. “Jealousy,** a n d 
“Honesty and Truthfulness,” may 
be had in a stamped envelope sent 
me in care of this paper. 
Feelings of insecurity could help 
cause the lying. It may be that you 
parents have unduly tempted this 
boy to lie, asking him about things 
he can easily lie about to escape 
your disapproval, since you have 
no objective check. If I were you 
I would avoid putting him on the 
witness stand to testify against 
himself. 
Do be generous with honest ap­ 
preciation of this boy and his good 
traits. Prevail on your friends to 
help you build him up as a worthy 
person. If you and Dad can keep 
your heads. I believe you will win.

Law Praised 


Ohio Water Bill Seen 
Big Step Toward Goal 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 31 JU—Dr. 
John D. Porterfield, state health 


director, says Ohio’s w ater pollu­ 
tion control law worked well in 
its first year, and he sees no need 
for the legislature to change it. 
“ While I would be the first to 
adm it it has not reduced pollution 
of our stream s as of now,” P orter­ 
field said, “ it has put us on the 
first step towrards th at goal.” 
The law requires m unicipalities 
and industries to obtain perm its 


from the Ohio W ater Pollution Con­ 
trol Board, before dumping sewage 
or industrial waste into stream s. 
The board m ust hold hearings to 
prove methods exist for treating 
various types of industrial wastes 
before the industry is required to 
get a perm it. 
Porterfield said 57 communities 
now are constructing sewage plants 
and 60 others are planning them . 


These would treat sewage for 3,- 
250.000 Ohioans, he said* 
Porterfield said the law will get 
its real test in the next few months. 
as tem porary perm its expire. The 
perm its were granted on condition 
the m unicipality or industry do 
certain things to treat wastes by a 
certain deadline. Porterfield said 
if they have not complied, the law 
provides turning the cases over to 


the attorney general for prosecu­ 
tion.
